Gentlemen, 

Tlie  following  Report  is  prepared  in  aecordance  with 
instructions  giv^en  in  Circular  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  dated  16th  October,  1936,  and  will  be  an  Ordinary 
Report.  Matters  which  are  specially  referred  to  in  the 
Circular  will  be  found  enumerated  and  dealt  with  in  this 
Re})ort. 

A very  pleasing  feature  in  the  Vital  Statistics  is  the 
decrease  of  Infant  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  our  figure 
this  year  being  46.15,  as  compared  with  57.42  last  year, 
and  is  much  below  the  average  for  England  and  Wales, 
i.e..  59  per  1,000  live  birtiis.

Peoj)le  of  indej)endent  means  form,  perha])s,  a larger 
proportion  than  is  usual.  The  mildness  of  the  climate,  and 
the  natural  beauty  of  the  neighbourhood  and  proximity  to 
the  sea,  with  facilities  for  yachting,  etc.,  offer  inducement 
to  many  to  retire  here. 

The  Migratory  Population  varies  with  the  season,  and  is 
rejwesented  by  that  fluctuating  jwpulation  which  comes 
here  either  for  reasons  of  health  or  ])lcasure,  also  the  male 
working  elass  ])opulation  varies  according  to  the  amount 
of  work  at  the  Docks.

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On  the  completion  of  the  Housing  Survey  it  was  found 
that  76  houses  were  overcrowded,  31  being  owned  by  the 
Local  Authority,  23  have  been  abated  during  the  year, 
10  of  which  were  from  Council  houses  ; 5 neiv  cases  were 
found,  2 in  houses  owned  by  the  Council,  making  the  total 
at  end  of  year  58,  twenty-three  of  which  are  owned  by  the 
Local  Authority.  Of  the  twenty-three  cases  abated  only 
one  was  relieved  in  the  course  of  Slum  Clearance. 


During  the  year  88  houses  were  inspected  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1925.  Of  this  number,  69  were  found  to  be 
in  all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation  ; and  19  with  defects 
remediable  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  Housing  Acts.

Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  to  you  my  tenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  eirenmstanees  of  the  Borough,  I have  had  eareful 
regard  to  the  guidanee  given  in  the  Cireidar  No.  1,501, 
issued  by  the  Alinistry  of  Health  for  this  jnirpose,  and  also 
to  the  matter  given  in  previous  reports.  Repetition  of 
exjilanation  or  comment  has  been  avoided  wherever  }>ossible. 
The  Report  is  set  out  on  similar  lines  to  the  past  nine 
years  so  as  to  facilitate  reference  or  eomparison  with  these 
if  so  desired. 

Action  under  the  Housing  Acts  has  continued  with 
unabated  zeal  during  1936  and  has  centred  maiidy  on 
Clearance  Areas  with  a few  Individual  Houses. 

An  inquh’y  was  held  by  an  Insj)ector  representing  the 
Minister  of  Health  on  .‘list  August.  1936.  Objections 
to  the  making  of  the  Demolition  Onlcrs  Avere  heard  and 
aftcrAvards  the  Inspector  visited  the  premises. 

The  1936  Programme  consisted  of  ten  Clearance  Areas, 
comprising  lOl  dAvellings,  occuj)ied  by  121  families  Avith  a 
total  of  11-7  persons,  in  addition  to  the  aboAC  inejuiry  the 
programme  includes  the  demolition  of  9 individual  houses 
Avith  nine  families  consisting  of  .33  pemons  ; a total  of  113 
dwellings,  130  families  and  4-80  })crsons. 
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KijfJit  of  the  Orders  were  eoidirnie 
houses,  whilst  two  were  eonliriued 
iiiodifieations.

Under  the  Housinif  Aet,  1935.  four  enumerators  were 
employed  for  the  purpose  of  the  Prc'liminary  Survey  under 
Form  A.  and  4,59  |.  houses  were  visited,  as  a result  of  whieh 
2 t5  had  to  be  surveyed  for  the  purjiose  of  Form  li,  whieh 
resulted  in  76  houses  bcin^f  found  overerowded. 

The  Local  Authority  has  l)uilt  556  houses,  84  of  whieh 
were  to  re-house  tenants  displaced  under  the  1934  and 
1935  jjrojrrammes  of  the  Ilousinff  Act,  1930.  We  have 
still  a waitiiiff  list  of  429  applicants  for  Council  houses.

I'lie  total  munber  of  nuisances  reported  was  280, 
and  of  these  274  have  been  abated  in  addition  to  6 left 
(jver  from  1936.  In  matiy  instances  one  notice  applies  to 
a number  of  nuisances.  The  notices  above  tlo  not  include 
those  seiwed  under  the  llousinjf  Acts.  The  number  of 
eomplaints  received  was  151  and  in  every  ease  a ^ isit  was 
paid  to  the  premises  complained  of  and  a thorough  in- 
\estigation  was  made.  20  had  reference  to  nuisances 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  ; 68  had  reference  to  bad 
housing  conditions  ; 7 ])rovcd  on  investigation  to  be  un- 
founded ; 20  Avere  handed  OA^er  to  other  departments  ;

The  Sewerage  ^Vorks  at  Swanvale  ha\'c  continued  to 
function  and  no  comjilaints  have  been  received  during 
the  year. 

No  effluent  tests  have  been  made,  as  these  were  con- 
sidered unnecessary. 

Tw'o  cart  lojids  and  nine  lorry  loads  of  sludge  have 
been  dried  and  disjwsed  of  to  gardeners.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a) — MM  Supply. 

Number  of  dairy  farms,  17  ; with  aj^proximately  220 
cows.  Nuiuber  of  Rej^istered  Purveyors  deliverinj' 
milk  from  door  to  door,  75.  Number  of  \Vholesale 
Traders,  IS,  six  of  whom  are  Produeers  in  the 
Rorouffh.  There  are  also  20  sho|)s  re<fistered  for 
the  sale  of  Milk  and  Cream. 

We  have  one  purveyor  retailini'  Crade  A Milk, 
four  retailing  Grade  .V.  T.T.  .Milk,  and  one 
Pasteurised. 

Sixty-three  Samples  of  milk  have  been  sent  to  Seale 
Ilayne  Af^ricultural  Colleffe,  Newton  .Vbbot.  for 
Racteriological  Examination. 

For  the  size  of  the  Town  there  is  a larfxe  number  of 
Milk  Distributors,  the  total  numlx-r  of  Milk  Pur- 
veyors bein<f  75  and,  with  the  exce])tion  of  two 
Purveyors,  all  su|)plies  are  delivered  once  daily. 

Forty  Samples  have  been  taken  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  Order,  1923,  at  the  recpiest  of 
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2.‘} 

the  Minister  of  Health,  for  the  pur|)oses  of  the  arraiijiie- 
nieiits  mentioned  in  t'ireulars  d5r)  and  108.  81 

conformed  to  the  Haeteriolon;ical  Standard  required 
for  Grade  A.  (T.T.)  Milk. 

We  have  nineteen  Uowkeepers  who  j)rovide  aeeom- 
modation  for  about  two  hundred  and  forty  eows. 

'I'he  standard  of  the  buildin^fs  is  far  from  bein^ 
satisfaetory,  but  it  is  only  fair  to  say  that  with  the 
exee|ition  of  two  eowkeepers,  the  remainder  were 
brought  into  the  liorou^h  by  the  County  Review 
Order  in  1984. 

Diiriny  the  year  Statutory  Notiees  have  beeji  served 
on  all  Gowkeepers  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Oi'der 
1 92G  with  regard  to 

Gonstruetion  of  Floors  and  Drainage, 

Lighting  and  Ventilation,  and 
Water  Supply. 

I am  sorry  to  say  there  has  not  been  the  im])rovement 
in  Glean  Milk  produetion,  as  I had  antieipated,  and 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Gouncil  had  to  enforce 
Seetion  2 of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (A7uendment)  Act 
1922,  and  had  nine  retailers  before  theju  to  show 
eause  why  they  should  not  be  removed  from  the 
Gouncirs  Register.  These  Purveyors  were  ail  pro- 
dueers  outside  our  Borough. 

The  Gouncil  decided  to  give  eaeh  Purveyor  another 
ehanec  and  gave  instructions  for  rej^eat  samjiles  to 
be  taken,  and  providing  these  failed  to  reach  a 
reasonable  standard  their  names  would  be  removed 
from  the  Register. 

Repeat  samples  are  at  the  moment  being  taken  by 
me  and  also  by  the  Rural  Authority  where  the  milk 
is  ))roduccd  and  I am  j^lcased  to  say  that  there  is 
evidence  of  a closer  co-operation  between  us,  which 
will  undoubtedly  benefit  all  concerned. 

Milk  shoidd  be  clean  and  free  from  disease  pi’oducing 
germs.  Young  children  arc  specially  liable  to  suffer 
IVom  dirty  milk — stomach  derangements,  enteritis 
and  diarrhoea  being  frequently  due  to  this  eause.  On 
the  other  hand  illness  due  to  disease-infected  milk 
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may  allVct  y<)un<r  or  old.  acoordinf;  to  the  nature  of 
the  infeeti\'e  ori^anisms. 

At  present  my  eoneern  is  ehielly  the  ])roteetion  of 
yonnif  eliildren  who  cannot  protect  themselves,  and 
this  particular  duty  is  Ibreed  u|)on  me  l)y  statements 
made  by  farmers  who  are  both  wishful  and  ready  to 
cool  their  milk  immediately  after  milkin<f.  but  are 
uot  eneoura'^ed  because  their  milk  purveyors  or  their 
customers  refuse  to  purchase  it.  After  i n vest ifjat ion 
1 found  that  this  refusal  was  baseil  on  the  im])ression 
that  milk  that  did  not  feel  warm  was  not  new  milk. 
Whether  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  public  or 
(|uestionable  practice  on  the  part  of  certain  producers 
and  purveyors  justified  this  impression  does  not 
eoneern  nu‘.  but  sanitarians  and  public  authorities 
all  o\'er  the  country  insist  that  milk  be  rajjidly  cooled, 
to  cheek  the  f^rowth  of  jrerms,  atul  so  improve  its 
keepin<f  (pialities,  here  we  find  housewives  strenuously 
opposinir  a measure  ()b\iously  meant  to  benctit 
themselves  and  their  ehiklren. 

\Vhilc  it  is  true  that  both  clean  and  dirty  milk  is  on 
sale,  it  is  ecpially  true  that  when  mixed  by  the  dis- 
tributor— especially  if  uneooled  the  dirt  <jerms 
multiply  so  rapidly  that  the  mixed  milk  can  only  be 
described  as  a mixture  of  milk  and  “ other  thin<^s  ; '' 
that  supplied  by  the  dirty  producer  may  now  be 
slifrhtly  less  polluted  because  diluted,  while  that 
supplied  by  the  clean  producer  is  no  lonjjer  a credit 
to  himself  nor  to  anyone  else. 

The  same  arfjument  ap]ilies  to  milk  eontaininjr 
tubercle  bacilli  or  other  disease-produeiji"  ^rerms. 
There  are  cows  and  herds  free  from  tuberculosis,  and 
cows  (it  has  been  said  thirty  per  cent,  of  dairy  cows) 
that  are  more  or  less  tuberenlous. 

As  before,  their  milk,  when  mixed,  is  a ))roduet  the 
whole  of  which  is  danyerous.  Kven  the  curate’s  ej'f; 
w^as  o!dy  bad  in  parts,  and  a purveyor's  milk  supply 
may  not  be  all  bad.  but  naturally  a consumer  dislikes 
making  a choice. 

'I'hat  pure  milk  is  one  of  the  most  wholesome  and 
nutritious  of  all  foods  is  a slosjan  of  all  infant  welfare 
centres  and  all  progressive  sanitary  authorities. 


ANNUAL  REPORT 


Farmers  know  that  milk  can  be  produced  at  an 
economic  i)rice,  Init  for  tliem  to  assert  that  all  is  ri<,dit 
with  the  supplies  put  t)n  tlie  Jiiarket  is  at  variance  with 
the  ollicial  statements  issued  by  County  Wtcrinary 
Sur<>feons  as  the  result  of  their  systematic  inspections 
of  dairy  cows.  Evidence  is  ])roduccd  that  many 
proilucers  fall  short  of  a reasonable  standard  of 
cleanliness,  and  further  that  tuberculous  disease  of 
the  udder  and  tuberculous  emaciation  arc  by  no  means 
uncommon. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  spccilies  certain  thini^s 
as  essential,  e.jf.,  regular  grooming  of  dairy  eows, 
regular  scalding  or  sterilising  of  milk  cans  and 
scrid)bing  of  milking  stools,  regular  removal  of 
manure  from  both  the  shed  and  its  vicinity  (how 
often  we  find  this  heaped  up  just  outside  a cowshed 
entrance  !),  the  regular  cleansing  of  the  walls  im- 
mediately behind  the  cows. 

Some  farmers  urge  that  such  a detail  as  scrubbing 
the  stools  is  carrying  cleanliness  to  an  absurdity, 
but  it  is  noticed  that  these  farmers  do  not  wash  their 
hands  after  removing  an  admittedly  dirty  stool  to 
the  next  “ ungroomed  ” cow.  In  short,  antagonism 
does  not  make  for  jjrogress.  If  only  I could  say  that 
I am  now  persuaded  that  improvement  in  public 
health  is  the  aim  of  both  producer  and  consumer  alike  ! 
You  may  ask  what  facts  arc  there  in  your  district  to 
justify  these  remarks  as  regards  the  want  of  cleanliness. 
During  the  year  twenty-four  samples  Avere  taken  from 
farms  in  our  district  and  thirty-nine  samples  from 
Rctiail  Purveyors  pur\'eying  milk  in  the  Boi-ough, 
but  produced  outside. 

These  Averc  sent  to  Seale  Haync  College,  NcAvton 
Abbot  for  bacteriological  examination  Avith  the 
rcsidt  that  twenty  Avere  found  to  reach  Grade  A 
standard.  Bacillus  Coli  Avas  found  in  forty-four 
samples,  and  in  nearly  thirty-seven  per  cent.,  in  one 
thousanth  part  of  a cubic  centimetre  (that  is  in  one 
liftieth  of  a drop).  In  three  samples  OA^er  a million 
bacteria  Avcrc  found  in  one  cxdAic  centimetre  (about 
half  a thimbleful),  in  one  sample  o\'er  fiA'e  million  in 
one  cubic  centimetre  and  in  tAventy-scA  Ci\  the  analyst 
stated  the  number  to  be  uncountable. 
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I’iiiiiful  (Inly  thoiiffli  it  he  to  record  tliis  state  of 
affairs,  it  is  niuloiibtedly  the  trutJi  and  tlic  facts  innst 
l)e  faced. 

\\  hen  “ Clean  Milk  ” is  produced  I feel  sure  it  will 
ad\  ertise  itself  and  ])eoplc  will  then  “ Drink  More 
Milk  ! ” 

Under  the  County  of  Cornwall  Act,  11)21),  all  Mann- 
factnrers,  Vendors  and  Dealers  in  lee  Cream  anr 
re([nired  to  he  registered,  and  also  their  premises. 
During  the  year  8 a])plieations  were  reeei\ed  for 
registration,  all  of  which  were  registered,  bringing 
the  total  nnmber  of  Registered  Dealers,  etc.,  to  50. 
IVriodieal  inspections  are  made  of  the  ])remises 
where  lee  Cream  is  jn-epared  or  .sold,  including  tho.se 
of  hawkei-s’  carts.  On  the  whole,  I am  glad  to  say 
that  our  reejnirements  are  carried  out  and  the  ])remises 
ke|)t  clean.  No  samples  have  been  taken  for  ex- 
amination of  Tubercle  bacilli,  and  no  action  has 
b(‘en  necessary  under  the  Milk  (Si)eeial  Designation) 
Order,  1028. 

(h) — Meat,  etc. 

During  the  year  a prosecution  for  slaughtering  without 
notice  was  taken  out.  A eonvietion  was  made  against 
the  offender  and  a fine  of  tl  imposed. 

We  have  only  one  slaughter  house,  which  was  visited 
ISt  times  and  the  following  carcases  have  been 
inspected  : — 

Ridloeks,  230;  Heifers,  31;  Calves,  1 1C;  Sheep. 
87  ; Lambs,  310. 
as  a result  of  which 

5 Leasts’  Livers,  2 Lungs,  and  2 Sheeps'  IMueks 
were  found  diseased  and  were  surrendered  at  the 
time  and  destroyed. 

The  butchers’,  fishmongers’  and  greengrocers’  sho])s 
in  the  Borough  have  been  kept  under  observation 
and  inspected  during  the  year. 

Small  (piantitics  of  unsound  meat,  fruit,  vegdables 
and  fish  have  been  submitted  by  tradesmen  for 
examination,  and  in  all  eases  when  the  articles  were 
proved  to  be  unlit  for  human  consumption  they 
were  voluntarily  surrendered  for  destruction. 

The  occasional  slaughter  of  pigs  is  ])ermitted  and  in 
such  cases  notices  have  been  given  to  the  Loeal 
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Authorily,  uiiclcr  the  I’uhlic  Health  (Meat)  Regula- 
tions, tout,  and  .‘31  I’igs  lutve  been  slaughtered  and 
insi)eeted. 

S})eaking  generally,  the  bakehouses  are  maintained 
in  a clean  condition  and  lew  eoin])laints  have  been 
received.

71  Rooms  were  disinfected  in  consccpienee  of  the 
oeeurrenee  of  infectious  diseases,  together  with  a number 
of  other  things — including  bedding  and  clothing  and  ‘28  for 
vermin.  360  gallons  and  804  eight  oz.  tins  of  dis- 
infectant fluid  Avere  gi\'cn  out  by  the  De])artmcnt  during 
the  year,  chiefly  to  Caretakers  of  Schools  and  Public  Con- 
A-eniences,  and  Avhere  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  Avere 
nursed  at  home. 

High  Pressure  Steam  Disiufeetion  is  earried  out  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital  by  means  of  a Wdishington-Lj'on 
Disinfeetor  and  a small  quantity  of  beds,  etc.,  Avere  disin- 
fected.

The  method  of  disposal  is  incineration,  all  refuse  bein^ 
dealt  with  at  the  destructor. 

I am  awain  very  hajijiy  to  report  that  we  have  gone 
through  the  year  without  any  comjilaints.  A bi-weekh^ 
collection  of  all  House  Refuse  is  made,  whilst  trade  refuse 
in  the  main  streets  is  collected  daily  and  Hotels  4 times 
a week.  We  have  4122  ashbins  in  the  Borough  and  I wonld 
appeal  to  all  owners  when  replacing  worn  out  bins  to  do  so 
with  strong,  sound  bins  instead  of  the  cheap  and  flimsy 
ones  which  have  a very  short  life. 

Sho])keepers  in  Falmouth  are  very  fortunate  in  having 
a free  daily  colleetion  of  their  refuse.  Their  appreciation 
might  be  expressed  in  a j^ractical  form  by  the  compressioii 
of  bulky  packing  materials  into  parcels  of  a reasonable  and 
handy  size. 

'fhe  rajiid  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  is  augmenting 
the  work  of  the  C'lcansing  Dejmrtment,  and  to  keep  costs 
down  in  face  of  eontinual  groAvth  is  becoming  increasingly 
dillienlt.
